WABBINGTON Fob 8.—There is no 
doubt but w hat the bond announce­ 
m ent w ill be made some tim e this af­ 
ternoon. 
I t was by the narrow ma­ 
jo rity of tw enty-seven in the honse of 
representatives defeated the adm init 
ra tio n financial m easure, an d th e hopes 
o f relief fo r th e tre a su ry fro m -congress 
tum bled to th e ground. 
N inety-tw o 
dem ocrats, fifty-seven republicans, and 
eleven populists outvoted ninety dem o­ 
c ra ts, fo rty-four, republicans, he tally 
sh eets show ing th e bill to b e b a te n by 
tho com paratively close vote of 161 to 
134. 
A bond issue is expected a t 'once now. 
T h e w ith d raw als of gold from th e New 
Y ork su b -treasu ry y esterd ay am ounted 
to $320,000, w hich leaves th e gold, re­ 
serve $41,743,136. T oday’s statem en t of 
tho condition of th e tre a su ry show s: 
A vailable .cash balance, $143,390,433; gold 
reserve,' $42,769,506.

disposed of the su b stitu tes and am end­ 
m ents, and the vote w’aa then taken on 
the th ird reading and engrossm ent of 
the bill itself, which w*as defeated on a 
rising vote, 97—159.

The first yawl

this boat failed to reach the crib and 
th at it drifted out tow ard m idlake w ith 
Us occupants. 
A t 7 o’clock a t night a second yaw l 
boat, m anned by five volunteers, w ent 
out to the crib In answ er to distress sig­ 
nals. 
T his boat has not been heard 
from again and it is supposed th a t it 
also failed to reach the lakeend of the 
intake tunnel. 
The men in the yaw ls w ere not dressed 
for a long trip on the lake, and it is 
though by those on the shore th at if 
the crew of the yaw l get ad rift they 
cannot live over two hours on the open 
lake, where it is 20 degrees below zero. 
It is even doubtful if they could have 
m ade lie trip to the lake end of the tu n ­ 
nel w ithout freezing some p a rts of their 
bodies. 
W hen the volunteer crew left the 
shorn it w as instructed by Forem an 
Laughlin not under any circum stances 
to atte m p t to rescue the provision yawl 
in case it got ad rift, but to h u rry back, 
and then the fireboat Foley would be 
sent out. U nder these instructions news 
from the crib w as expected positively 
w ithin forty m inutes a fte r the second 
yawl got under way. A few m inutes 
before S o’clock, o fter the rescuing p ar­ 
ty were over th irty m inutes due on 
th eir retu rn trip.

Fraud Is Charged. 
W ashington, Feb. 8.—The story of a 
claim for land th a t has been hanging 
over the best p a rt of the territo ry of 
A rizona for over a century is told In a 
com m unication sent to the house by the 
attorney-general, who asks for an ad 
ditlonal appropriation of $25,000 for fees 
and expenses arising thereunder. The 
case is th a t of Jam es Addison P eralta- 
R eavis and wife vs. the U nited States, 
pending in the court of private land 
claim s for the confirm ation of 12,750,000 
acres of land In Arizona. An accom 
panying letter from M. G. Reynolds, 
U nited S tates atto rn ey for the court of 
private claim s, says a large am ount of 
testim ony has already been taken on 
behalf of the governm ent as to the 
forgery of th e records from the certl- 
forgery of the records from which cer­ 
tified copies of the m unim ents of title 
were taken, show ing conclusively th a t 
th e grossest frau d s are being perpe­ 
tra ted ag ain st th e governm ent to se 
cure a confirm ation of the claim . The 
ram ifications extend through the arch­ 
ives of the C ity of Mexico and G uadala­ 
jara . M adrid and Seville, Spain, and to 
C alifornia and Arizona.. 


Frozen to Death In tho Road. 
Boscobel, W is.. Feb. 7.—John Duffy, 
a young farm er, w as Xound frozen to 
death about seven m iles north of here 
tfca U r ii;-. H e was lite s in the road. 


DUO 
Chief 
Foley of the fire departm ent, w ith tile 
tu g Foley, started out w ith a volunteer 
crew a t 8 o’clock. 
It w as thought the 
bluffs would be sufficient protection 
to -the boat all of the Way to the crib, 
which is situ ated th ree-q u arters of a 
mile off shore. 
B ut according to he 
stories of the men a t the pum ping s ta ­ 
tion the yawl cam e into the wind when 
near th e crib. 
It w as blowing at a 
tw enty-five mile an hour ra te all of the 
night and it carried the yawl w ith the 
four men. despite th eir efforts to hold 
it back w ith the oars, beyond the crib 
and. out into the lake. 
Crowds shivering on the shore were 
in a sta te of anxiety. The w histle a t 
the crib continued to blow and w’as a n ­ 
sw ered by th a t of the engine on the 
shore end. The fire boat could be plain­ 
ly seen from shore, and slowly drifted 
tow ard the crib, w here the men were 
seen to com m unicate w ith the firemen. 
Then the Foley sw ung around and 
steam ed out into the lake in a south­ 
easterly direction and soon disappeared 
from sight. Then all on shore under­ 
stood th a t the provision boat, and pos­ 
sibly the second yawl, were ad rift in 
the lake, and th a t there w as bu t a very 
slim chance for the occupants to escape 
from freezing to death. 
The men who are m issing are m ostly 
unm arried. L ast year a provision boat 
w ith eight occupants got ad rift in the 
Ice early in the afternoon and w as res­ 
cued by the Foley a fte r th e m en had 
drifted about for three hours. 
The 
search a t th a t tim e, however, w as con­ 
ducted during the day tim e and this 
enabled the searchers to overlook the 
lake for a long distance. It would su r­ 
prise no one here if several of the men 
were drowned or frozen to death, as 
there has been a stran g e fatality hang 
ing over the intake crib. Fourteen men 
were drowned there last April and since 
th a t tim e ten or tw elve m en have died 
aa a result of work a t the tunnel. 
The lake is clear of shipping so far 
as this port Is concerned, every steam er 
having been accounted for

When your gas lights flicker and 
then go out, don’t fill the air with pro­ 
fanity and tear your hair. 
Charge it up to Jack Frost and tele­ 
phone the company’s office. 
Jack does more to undermine the 
work of the chnrchea than any other 
Janesville fellow. 
When he closes 
up a gas service and the consumers 
can’t strike a light there’s always 
trouble. 
The moment th a t the man 
finds the pipes are frozen he makes 
ap his mind th a t he is the victim of 
circumstances in general and the gas 
company in particular. 
Then he blank-bianks the m atchei, 
the gas, the taxes, and everything 
else blankblanksble in this world and 
the next, and goes to see his neighbor. 
Perhaps he finds the neighbor engaged 
in the same sulphurous pastime and 
they compare notes. 
Then they go to 
the nearest telephone and pour male­ 
dictions and advice into the trans­ 
m itter. 
When the message comes bowling 
into the office Will Farm er grabs his 
lantern and the 
kerosene can and 
starts for the scene of the difficulty. 
It doesn’t take him more than five or 
ten minutes to straighten things out 
and then the householders wonder 
how it was done so quickly. 
Company Guards A gainst Frost. 
Freezing of the gas pipes is an exas­ 
perating thing truly, and expensive to 
the gas companies, as it costs them so 
much hard cash per freeze. 
House­ 
holders, however, seldom take this 
into consideration. 
When the pipes 
are frozen the gas m eter ceases to 
register and here is where the con­ 
sumer is a gainer. 
Gas companies 
take every precaution to prevent pipes 
from freezing, perhaps not so much 
for the convenience of their patrons, 
or from motives of love, as they claim, 
but because with open pipes and un­ 
interrupted consumption of gas their 
receipts are greater. 
Few people outside of gas compa­ 
nies know th a t a large percentage of 
illum inating gas is w ater. 
T hat is 
why gas freezes. 
The big pipes of 
mains seldom freeze; it is only the 
service pipes, the small condnita th at 
lead from the street to the houses 
which freeze. 
When 
these small 
pipes are laid it is always w ith an in­ 
cline from the Louse 
towards the 
main. 
This is to adm it of the water 
as it condenses to ran down into the 
big main. 
It sometimes happens th at 
these 
surface 
pipes 
sag, or 
be­ 
come bent, through the settling of the 
street, 
the 
sinking 
of 
the 
house foundations or from various 
other causes. 
Front W ill Close Them . 
The result is th at a “ trap” is formed 
in the service pipe where a quan­ 
tity of water gathers and remains in­ 
stead of running off, and the first cold 
snap th at comes along freezes this 
water and the ice chokes off the gas 
supply. 
The frost of these service 
pipes, when the drainage is not per­ 
fect, first forms on the inner surface, 
aud as it gets colder and more water 
is condensed the lining of frost in­ 
creases until finally the pipe 19 frozen 
solid. 
This occurs more frequently at 
a corner or bend or sag in the service 
pipes than at any other point. 
Some­ 
times, too the slant of the service 
pipes is from the street main toward 
the meter. 
This occasions w hat is 
known as “ wnter in the m eter.” 
In addition to the incline in the 
service pipes the gas companies gener­ 
ally supply their meters with a small 
cup, which has a tube leading to the 
pipe. 
This cup is filled w ith alcohol 
which trickles through, and no ice 
was ever known to w ithstand the 
melting and seductive 
qualities of 
alcohol. 
This 
is the only known 
practical remedy. 
Great care is used 
in laying the pipes to guard against 
any possibility of freezing, but despite 
this pipes will occasionally freeze, and 
instantly the inconvenience is magni­ 
fied a thousand fold, and everybody 
arises to his w rath. 


CITY TO TRY LIGHTER HOSE. 


Water W orks Pressure L ighter and More 
Even Than E ng nrs. 
Eight representatives of fire hose 
I dealers appeared before the fire and 
water committee of the commou coun­ 
cil last evening and subm itted sam­ 
ples a rd bids to furnish the city w ith 
one thousand feet of hose. 
Tw enty 1 
propositions with samples were pre­ 
sented for consideration, the prices 
ranging all the way from one dollar 
per foot down to forty cents. 
The 
committee, after carefully considering 
the bids and samples, accepted five 
hundred feet a t forty cents a foot, and 
five hundred feet a t sixty-five cents a 
foot, the latter to be furnished by the 
Chicago Fire Hose Company, and the 
former by the B. R. Goodrich Com­ 
pany. 
The couplings are to be made 
in Janesville by M. D. Taylor A Co. 
Formerly a mach higher price was 
paid for hose, it being considered un­ 
safe to purchase anything b u t the 
heaviest brands, on account of the 
high and unsteady pressure of the 
steam fire engines. 
Now, with water 
works, and a pressure never exceeding 
150 pounds, about half the lim it of 
fire engine, the fire departm ent officers 
were of the opinion th a t a much 
lighter and cheaper quality of hose 
would give just as satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
At any rate the officers were 
of the opinion th at nothing would be 
lost in trying the experiment, 
as a 
three years’ guarantee is given the 
lighter hose.

For an Act Making it a Penal Of­ 
fense to Buy a Votes or Pay “ Heel­ 
ers” to Get Them—Civil Service In 
the City Departments Favored.

civil service in cities.

Colorado Silver League Adopt** 
R e f u ta ­ 
tions for Coin Payments. 
Denver, Colo., Feb. 7.—At a m eet­ 
ing of the State Silver league, held in 
conjunction w ith the Denver cham ber 
of commerce, the following resolutions 
were adopted: 
“ T hat every obligation of the gov­ 
ernm ent, save gold and silver certifi­ 
cates, is expressly payable in coin and 
not in gold; th a t it is the right as well 
as the duty of the adm inistration to 
use silver as well as gold coin in m ak­ 
ing paym ent to the public creditor and 
unlaw ful and unjust to surrender to 
the creditor the option of determ ining 
the sort of money he w ill receive for 
the liquidation of his debt. 
“ T hat the people neither desire to 
exchange nor are 
they dem anding 
either the redem ption of 
treasury 
notes in gold or th eir retirem ent by 
bond issue. 
Those who are doing so 
are the men who have predicted the 
loss of our gold and who are com m it­ 
ted to the destruction of silver money. 
“That the administration, if it sin­ 
cerely desired to arrest the* export of 
gold, could do so in a day by paying 
out silver coin to its creditprs. 
Relief 
from our financial embarrassment and 
permanent prosperity can only be se­ 
cured by the free coinage of gold and 
silver, and we respectfully urfe our 
senators and representatives to sup­ 
port no financial measure which does 
not confer this great boon upon the 
nation."

E d it o r G a z e t t e :—In reading your 
report of Mr. Blake's hill against poor 
cheese and good butterine, I am in­ 
clined to think some one is bidding 
or the farmers' vote. 
Our new gov­ 
ernor in his inaugural, thought that 
the butterine men had a right to make 
t but should not he allowed to color 
t to 
imitate butter. 
He 
might 
as well say that the farmer should not 
he allowed to color his winter butter 
to imitate June butter. 
Will the gov­ 
ernor ask his men in the woods this 
winter to pay thirty cents for strong 
country butter or pay fifteen cents for 
butterine that he could hay for ten or 
twelve but for the tax upon it which 
the selfish farmer demands? With 
what con6i'tency can the farmer or 
dairyman ask it? They sell all the 
ngredients that compose this butter­ 
ine or oleomargerine. 
We have used this butterine for 
several winters and our people or 
guests never knew the difference be- 
eween it and good dairy butter until 
told. 
In summer we make our own 
butter and in winter we sell our milk, 
and buy Armours hest butterine for 
nearly half the price of dairy butter. 
Most of the politicians appear to bs 
anxious for the welfare of the poor 
man yet they vote a direct tax on a 
good substitute for butter. 
Think of 
(.he landlord when bis 
guests are 
seated, going to each of them and 
aaying: 
“ Mr. Jones on this plate is batter 
on this butterine.'’ 
Mr. Jones might say: 
“ You need not tell me; I know the 
butter by the smell '* 
lf Mr. Blake’e hill should pass, he 
sohatd he appointed commissioner to 
go to every hotel aa examiner and if 
he ever got to the legislature again 
he would offer a bill prohibiting the 
sale of country hotter unless inspect­ 
ed and marked good.
